PENALTIES FOR CORPORATE CRIME IN DANGER OF LOSING IMPACT 

Washington, DC — During the past three years, the U.S. 
Sentencing Commission, appointed by Congress, has worked to 
develop a system of uniform punishments and fines aimed at 
corporations convicted of illegal behavior. Last month, the 
commission was prepared to send a final proposal to Congress by 
May 1. But Amitai Etzioni, a socio-economist at The George 
Washington University, says the commission's hard work is being 
threatened. 

An active advocate of stiffer punishments for corporations 
convicted of crimes, Etzioni testified before the commission last 
month and continues to speak out for strict guidelines. 

Etzioni says business representatives now realize the impact 
tough sentences and high fines will have on corporate America and 
are furiously lobbying the commission against stiff sanctions. 

He states that the commission is "shrinking under the lobbyists' 
pressure" and subsequently revising the sentences and monetary 
fines to make them more lenient.

”At a time when American society is calling for tougher 
penalties for crime in the streets, and crime in corporate suites 
is rampant, shouldn't the attorney general's maxim, 'serious time 
for serious crime' be extended to convicted corporations?" 

Etzioni asks. 

Etzioni conducted a study of corporate crime, finding that 
between 1975 and 1984, some 62 percent of Fortune 500 industrial 
corporations were involved in some form of illegal behavior. 
Activities included price fixing, bribery, violation of 
environmental regulations and tax fraud. 

"Despite daily reports about massive S&L fraud, oil spills 
and rampant insider trading, it seems that corporate criminals 
will be able to continue receiving...a slap on the wrist," he 
says. 

A prolific writer on business ethics and corporate 
responsibility, Etzioni is the author of "The Moral Dimension: 
Toward a New Economics," "Capital Corruption: The New Attack on 
American Democracy" and "An Immodest Agenda: Rebuilding America 
Before the Twenty-First Century," among others. Since 1980, he 
has been a University Professor at The George Washington 
University.

South Korean business and labor leaders are gearing up for 
their annual labor-management negotiations in April. Ben 
Burdetsky, who met with several leaders in South Korea last 
month, says, "Both labor and management in South Korea must 
cooperate in order to stimulate economic growth. They need to 
find ways to work together to achieve their mutual objectives of 
remaining competitive and ensuring high productivity of 
performance." 

Burdetsky, dean of The George Washington University School 
of Government and Business Administration, has agreed to create 
a series of workshops for South Korean employees/managers and 
labor leaders. 

Last year's labor negotiations in South Korea were plagued 
with confrontation, violence and distrust, says Burdetsky.

However, he believes that many of the negative actions were 
"growing pains," typically found in countries that are rapidly 
becoming industrialized. 

Last month, in a seminar conducted for members of the Korean 
Employers Association (KEA) and attended by several labor 
leaders, Burdetsky traced the development of labor-management 
relations in the United States and abroad and suggested measures 
that could be taken to improve cooperation between management and 
labor in Korea. 

Burdetsky is, reportedly, the first American labor relations 
professor to meet with KEA leaders. He also met with Donald P. 
Gregg, U.S. Ambassador to South Korea who also has expressed 
interest in helping the country improve its labor relations. 

A professor of personnel and labor relations, Burdetsky was 
formerly deputy assistant secretary for employment and training, 
U.S. Department of Labor (formerly Manpower) and deputy 
commissioner and acting commissioner of the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics.

ANC LEADER OPENS GW's INTERNATIONAL WEEK

America's support of South Africa's liberation is even more 
important now following Nelson Mandela's release, Aubrey Mokoena, 
youth leader of the African National Congress (ANC) told 
students at The George Washington University Monday night. 

He said reformist actions in South Africa are largely 
responses to worldwide political pressure and the discomfort of 
some Afrikaaners rather than acts of altruism. 

"We are pleading with you to support the campaign to control 
sanctions. You must tighten the screws. This is not the time to 
lift the sanctions. They are a potent weapon," he insisted. 

Mokoena, chairman of the Release Mandela Campaign since 
1983, and a onetime student activist, was the keynote speaker, 
Monday, April 2, opening International Week at the University.

Lecturing on Mandela and current South African politics, 
Mokoena traced the history of the ANC, Mandela's rise to power, 
political events since his release and noted Mandela's personal 
charisma. Mokoena also outlined the struggle between the Zulus 
and the ANC, describing the current violence as the work of 
"government promoted vigilantes" trying to destabilize the black 
communities. 

He called Zulu tribal leader Mangosuthu Buthelezi a 
"traitor," a paid tool of the government and inciter of the 
violence in Natal. 

In addition to continuing the sanctions, Mokoena suggested 
that U.S. supporters provide educational aid and economic 
empowerment to the new South Africa, as it emerges. 

"You must give us a lot of educational support... the type of 
thing you've done by availing me to come here." Hold workshops, 
seminars and lectures with other universities to promote, and 
c l ar ify/ the issues of the struggle, he said. And as control of 
the country becomes more balanced, "empower our people 
economically, not the government," he said. "You must help us 
care for our refugees and our exiles. There should be an 
infrastructure that's ready to receive them when they return 
home."

EGGSHELL TEST REVEALS AGE OF ARCHAEOLOGICAL ARTIFACTS 

WASHINGTON, DC — A new process examining the decomposition 
of ostrich eggshell proteins allows archaeologists to date 
fossils and artifacts 10,000 to 200,000 years old. 

The method, published in the April 6 issue of Science 
magazine, was developed by Alison Brooks, professor of 
anthropology at The George Washington University, along with 
Julie Kokis, a Ph.D. candidate at the University, in 
collaboration with P. Edgar Hare, a biogeochemist at the Carnegie 
Institution of Washington. 

Brooks says the ostrich eggshells "will provide more precise 
age estimates of fossils linked to the emergence of anatomically 
modern humans." She said these fossils "cannot be dated with 
other methods." 

Currently, radiocarbon dating is used on fossils believed 
to be less than 35,000 years old, while potassium-argon is used 
to date fossils over 200,000 years old. Brooks says the eggshell 
test is a useful and effective approach to dating fossils that 
fall in the gap between radiocarbon and potassium-argon dating.

Brooks' experiments involved subjecting fresh ostrich 
eggshell fragments to a range of heating and leaching (boiling) 
conditions to advance the decaying process. The results of these 
experiments were used to develop an equation relating the amount 
of decay to elapsed time at varying temperatures. 

The researchers found that the proteins in ostrich eggshells 
decayed slowly and were retained better than those in bones or 
mollusks. By examining the proteins at various stages of decay, 
and using an eggshell fragment from a level dated by radiocarbon 
to determine temperature, they could also determine how long 
older fossils or artifacts had been buried. 

In addition, Brooks contends that the shells also can 
determine whether an archaeological site has stratigraphic — 
everything in a given layer deposited at the same time — 
integrity. If a large number of eggshell fragments from a given 
level at a site all yield similar age estimates, then 
stratigraphic mixing or disturbance is likely to have been 
minimal. 

According to Brooks, "ostrich eggshells have been found in 
many archaeological sites in Africa, as well as in China and the 
Near East. For nearly two million years, our ancestors have 
eaten the eggs and used the shells for storing water." 

The research team members credited with developing the 
method with Brooks, Kokis and Hare are: Gifford Miller, 
associate professor of geological sciences at the University of 
Colorado, Fred Wendorf, professor of anthropology at Southern 
Methodist University and Richard Ernst, a graduate student at the 
University of Arizona.

Students studying at the center assist research 
scientists on some of the nation's leading space projects. 

Approximately 20 research assistants are admitted into the 
highly selective program annually. According to John Whitesides, 
professor of engineering and applied science and JIAFS associate 
director, candidates are chosen based on previous academic 
background, work experience and grade point average.

NEW BOOK EXAMINES JAPANESE ECONOMY 

Japan needs to increase the import of manufactured products 
and stimulate domestic demand in order to help build a more 
stable and internationalized economy. This conclusion comes from 
Drs. Chikara Higashi and Peter Lauter, authors of the recently 
released second edition of "The Internationalization of the 
Japanese Economy." They also point out that Japan should 
increase its investments in and aid to foreign countries. 

They say that Japan needs to establish "a more balanced role 
for itself in the global economy and internationalize its own 
economy." Their findings support many aspects of the recently 
concluded "Japan-U.S. Structural Impediments Initiative" (SSI). 

Higashi, a member of the Japanese Parliament and 
parliamentary vice-minister of agriculture, received his 
doctorate at The George Washington University.

According to Merchant, President Bush's environmental 
policy focuses on short term rather than long term gains. While 
regulating concentrations of pollutants will help clean the air, 
it will not effect the rapidly increasing pollution levels 
created by automobile emissions. Merchant also says efforts by 
the Environmental Protection Agency to control toxic wastes have 
been more reactive than proactive. An article on this topic is 
forthcoming. 

He believes the country has not engaged in serious efforts 
to educate the population on environmental issues and advocates 
that mandatory courses in environmental studies be taught at the 
high school and college levels.

Packer has studied the toxic effects of burning coal on 
aquatic life. He says burning coal has been a primary cause of 
acid rain. Packer believes the federal government should promote 
the benefits of conservation and institute a tax to force 
business to abide by the rules.

Robert Rycroft believes the United States lags behind the 
rest of the world in addressing the problems of acid rain and 
global change. He says the Bush Administration is spending money 
on basic research when more funding is needed for applied 
research to solve these problems. 

A prolific author, Rycroft has done extensive research in 
science and technology policy, energy and natural resources 
policy and environmental policy. He has served as a consultant 
to the National Science Foundation, the U.S. Congress Office of 
Technology Assessment, and the Environmental Protection Agency.

The program runs 22 months and will consist of 45 
credit-hours of formal academic training. Two forms of 
instruction will be used — in-class academic sessions and 
residency periods. The program will involve four semesters and 
three, intensive four-day residency sessions in a retreat-type 
setting. Students will be divided into teams of five or six 
members to work on a required project for the duration of the 
program. 

While some aspects of an M.B.A. curriculum are used, courses 
are targeted to the unique demands of an executive audience and 
classes will focus on discussion rather than lecture. Each 
semester, one core course and two supporting courses will focus 
on a specific theme. Themes include: organizational 
environment; the basic ingredients in executive leadership; 
decision making; integration of quantitative and qualitative 
factors in organizational success; strategic management; 
private/public sector issues and interrelationships; managing a 
high technology enterprise; and global business strategies. 
Students will take classes at GW's Northern Virginia campus on 
alternating Fridays and Saturdays. 

The residencies, held between semesters, will feature 
module-format courses, project work and a distinguished speakers 
series. 

EMBA courses will be taught by senior GW faculty with 
significant experience in executive education and management 
development programs.

George Mitchell (D-ME), Majority Leader of the U.S. Senate, 
will be the featured speaker at The George Washington University 
School of Government and Business Administration commencement 
ceremony on Sunday, May 13.

He has served in the U.S. Senate since 1980, when he 
replaced Senator Edmund Muskie who resigned to become Secretary 
of State. Mitchell won the seat outright in 1982. He has been 
Senate Majority Leader since the 101st Congress began in 1989. 

A strong advocate for the environment, Mitchell has served 
on the Environment and Public Works Committee since 1980. 
Currently he is seeking reauthorization of the Clean Air Act as 
well as legislation dealing with the Superfund toxic cleanup 
effort, nuclear power plant safety and the protection of 
endangered species. In 1987, Mitchell led the successful effort 
to re-enact the Clean Water Act over a presidential veto. He 
also authored the groundbreaking Indoor Air Pollution Act.

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A member of the Finance Committee since 1981, Mitchell has 
lobbied on behalf of the Medicare program, welfare reform and 
the 1986 tax reform act. He has been successful in reenacting 
nursing home standards legislation and evaluations of medical 
care outcomes. 

The 100th Congress named Mitchell deputy president pro 
tempore of the Senate and after serving as a member of the Senate 
committee investigating the Iran-Contra affair, he co-authored 
"Men of Zeal," a book describing the investigation. 

As majority leader, Mitchell is a member of the Senate Arms 

Control Observer Group and an ex-officio member of the Senate

Intelligence Committee. He has worked for effective revision of 
the War Powers Act and was instrumental in helping craft the 
Bipartisan Central American Peace Plan. 

Prior to his tenure in the Senate, Mitchell was active in 
the Democratic Party in Maine, serving as chairman in 1966 and 
1968. In 1969, he became the Democratic National Committeeman 
from Maine, a post he held until 1977. Mitchell also served as 
assistant county attorney for Cumberland County. In 1977, he 
became the U.S. attorney for Maine and in 1979, he was appointed 
U.S. District Court judge.
